Launching- a plan for cooperative 


fumigation, by far the most important 
step taken in several years by this or- 
ganization, the Cnvinft. Orange Growers' 
association nt its annual meeting last 
Saturday was authorised by its stock- 
holders to perfect methods by which 
other associations may join them in 
reducing fumigating costs, and in in- 
creasing the efficiency of 
fumigating 


work. 


The plan as presented is that the 


Irwhulalo Citrus association and the 
Riley Fruit company, both of which are 
co-members with the Oovinn Orange 
Growers in the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange, shall join in a "grow- 
ers' cooperative non-profit fumigating 
association for the purpose of fumigat- 
ing nnd spraying nnd otherwise pcrving 
the growers on a non-profiting basis.1' 


It seemed advisable, according to the 


report made after the niocting by Man- 
ager C. K. Crawford, to "serve only 
the ncrenge oT tho above-mentioned as- 
socintions, their interests being mu-

SUMMARY OF ORANGE 


STANDARDIZATION LAW 


Tho season is somewhat earlier than 


last year ami it seems desirable at this 
time to point out the requirements of 
I he Fruit ami vegetable standardization 
law for this commodity. 


Oranges which are substantially at 


least "II per cent colored at the time 
of picking shall be deemed properly 
matured for shipment or sale, irrespec- 
tive of anaylsis of the juice. 
No or- 


anges are permitted to bo shipped to 
points in the United Slates or Canada 
which have not attained at least 25 per 
cent yellow or orange color before pick- 
ing, ami such stuck shull be deemed 
properly matured for shipment or sale 
when the juice contains .soluble solids 
equal to or in excess of eight parts to 
every part of acid contained in the 
juice, the acidity of the juice to be 
calculated as e i l i i c acid w i t h o u t water 
of erysiulliy.ation. 


Oranges \\hen packed, shipped, de- 


livered for shipment, ottered for sale 
or sold, shall be virtually free 
from 


insect and fungus pests and other sui- 
ions defects. This means that the total 
defects shall not exceed ten per cent 
in any one package. 


Shipments to foreign countries other 


t h a n the Dominion of Canada do not 
| have to meet the above requirements 
j i f made after the lirsl dav of Novem 
! ber.

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(By Robert W. Hodgson.) 


.Fifteen years ago it became evident 


that many of the trees in OIK citrus or- 
ehards die! not measure up to the best 
of the variety to which they belonged. 


A. D. Shamel of the department of 


agriculture brought that fact, home to 
citrns giowers and uncovered the rea- 
son for this condition' find its remedy. 
The reason, briefly, is: 
most of our 


commercially important citrus varieties 
ate extremely unstable and constantly 
breaking up through bud mutations in- 
to inferior strains which unwittingly 
ha,v^ been promulgated and planted. 
The remedy is the use of buds for pro- 
pftgfction purposes taken from the very 
beat trees only and the top -working of 
inferior trees to the best strains. 


As an illustration of the importance 


of this fact it is only necessary to fol- 
low the history of the navel variety. 
Known here only for about a half cen- 
tury, it has given rise to a number of 
well known strains, including the Thom- 
son, Golden Nugget, Navelencia, Buck- 
eye, Yellow, and others. In contrast, 
let us consider the history of our de- 
ciduous fruit varieties. The Baldwin 
apple of today is exactly the same as 
it was 150 years ago. As a class, decid- 
uous fruit varieties arc rather stable. 


This instability of citrus varieties in- 


fluencfls the pruning. Each strain and 
type has its own habit of growth, some 
exhibiting rather wide differences from 
the original standard variety. Many of 
our orchards contain a half dozen or 
more different strains of the samo var- 
iety yet tho trees arc nil given treat- 
ment and are expected to respond sim- 
ilarly. 


Still another t'uctor is the peculiar 


property possessed by citrus trees in 
California us well BH by certain other 
plants of producing different kinds of 
growth in the «mnie individual. This 
quality is known as polymorphism and 
greatly complicates pruning. 


Not all the leaves or other parts of 


a citrus tree possess tho samo efficiency. 
There are wide differences in tis'suc 
efficiency. Water sprouts and suckers 
have been well named, for it has been 
detnoDstraied recently that both are 
entirely parasitic in nature, abstracting 
excessive amounts of moisture from tho 
tree and not returning elaborated food- 
stuffs to any degree. 
Sucker leaves 


have been found to evaporate 
many 


times the water per square inch that 
is lost by fruit wood leaves and to 
manufacture but a fraction as much 
carbohydrate material. Elimination of 
*uch growth makes for greater efficien- 
cy in tho toee. Cb tho other hand, old 
coriaceous leaves, past their prime, have 
been found to act similarly and to bo 
a drain on the tree. Old hardened tissue 
beginning to show deterioration should 
bo removed for the greater efficiency 
of tho tree. Differences in tissue effi- 
ciency, as will be "indicated later, play 
a vital part in regulating pruning prac- 
tice. 


Largo trees are expensive to handle. 


A tall troo costs much more to fumi- 
gato-than a medium sized tree, and tho 
samo applies to spraying. Labor is 
today perhaps the biggest factor in 
coats of production, Tho old Baronio 
system of lemon pruning, and the more 
recent hedge pruning, in which the 
trees wore sheared off level at an arbi- 
trary height, deflect tho fact that it 
sometimes does not pay to climb too 
high for tho fruit. Perhaps that time 
is coming again. I sincerely hope not, 
but it is a fact that, located on deep 
and fertile soils, citrus trees if not 
pruned ate apt to become too largo for 
economical ^fumigation, spraying and 
picking of tho fruit. 


Again, if left alone the trees become 


so dense that the major part of tho 
C'fop is borne on tho outside, To pro- 
loot themselves against the too intense 
sunlight they develop a very dense 
foliage 
which 
results in the above- 


mentioned failure to boar inside fruit. 
Noticeable differences in tho response 
of the trees to this illumination factor 
•occur in diffort parts of the citrus dis- 
tricts. Tho Washington navel orange 
trees at Wh'Utier and at Bakcrsflold 
look liko two different varieties. 
At 


Whittier the tree is a strong, aturdy, 
upstanding and not too dense tren. At 
Bakorsficld it is a dwarf, very compact 
and dense, and decidedly squatty; No 
«u;;liglft whatever filters through to the 
interior. 


It is possible by judicious pruning to 


so regulate the amount of light filter- 
ing into the trees'as to encourage in- 
terior pruning to the point whore a 
•medium-sized 
tree carrying fruit well 


distributed throughout its bearing^arca. 
will greatly outyicld a much larger tree 
tho crop of which is borne on the out- 
aide. 


I believe that a rational system of 


citrus pruning is based upon: 
first, 


recognition of the fact that there are 
tiiffe.r.'iit 
kinds of growth 
in citrus 


trees, together w i t h tho ability to dis- 
tinguish them; second, with 'a know- 
lodge of *thi'ir performance; and third, 
a_ clear understanding of difference!* in 
tissue efficiency. 


What arc the kinds of growth to be 


found in citrus trues? The writer pre- 
fers to classify them under two heads: 
namely, vegetable sorts and fruit wood, 
but the common terminology used by 
pruuprs isf "sucker wood," "interme- 
diate types" und "fruit wood.*' Trees 
propagated from vegetivo growth buds 
grow vapidly and vigorously from the 
beginning. They make fine, vigorous 
appearing nursery trees. Such trees in 
the orchurd at three years frequently 
are larger than fruit wood trees at flve. 
Thoy make a splendid appearance but 
come into bearing rather late, some- 
times delaying this until seven or eight 
years of age. For ten or 15 years they 
may bear well, although the fruit is 
apt to be Coarse and of inferior quality. 
They are weak mechanically and re- 
quire Cropping or wiring and arc sub- 
ject of much breakage. Frequently af- 
ter tea or fifteen years of fair bearing 
they begin to show .signs of deteriora- 
tion and the yield drops off. They have 
passed their prime and ure on the down 
grade. Perhaps reheading at thin time 
will remedy this condition. 


Tr.es propagated from fruit wood 


bud* behave quite differently. 
They 


grow more .slowly and consequently are 
stronger in structure. They are preco- 
cious, sometimes blooming and they 
frequently 
bear 
a very respectable 


crop. How long they will continue to

bear satisfactory crops of good fruit 
wo do not know. We have not had 
enough experience UH yet. There arc 
trees of this sort 40 years old and bet- 
ter, Htill bearing fine crops and in good 
lieulth. 


There is some variation in tho behav- 


ior of trees propagated from interme- 
diate types of growth. Home consider 
the shade, tree lemon as an interme- 
diate type which has largely lost tho' 
bearing habit. 


An extremely important fact related 


to the pruning in that trees composed 
of fruit wood require very much less 
pruning than trees propagated from 
vegetive sorts. It is my opinion that 
our citrus pruning problem will be 
largely solved whfcn orchards are set 
out to trees propagated from the best, 
selected fruit buds only and when all 
our present inferior and off-typo trees 
have bt'en top-worked to better sorts. 


The answer to the question of what 


kinds of growth one should use has 
been at least indicated in the discus- 
sion of the behavior of the different 
sorts. Fruit wood alone, where possi- 
ble, and intermediate or vegetative 
«>r»s only where necessary to fill in 


openings or to fill out trees which have 
.suffered accidents. 


Much has been said recently by Mr. 


Hhumel uiid others regarding injury fol- 


i lowing severe pruning of citrus trees. 


I 
believe this statement should 
t>e 


j qualified 
to 
rend 
"normal 
citrus 


trees." Hevero pruning of healthy nor- 
mal citrus trees is clearly inadvisable 
for at least two reasons: In the first 
place the bearing area is materially re- 
duced and trees cannot reasonably be 
expected to carry normal crops until 
this deficiency has been made up. 
In 


the second place, the leaves are the 
laboratories where plant foods arc, ela- 
borated and a material reduction in 
leaf area acts precisely like starvation. 
In fuel, it is easier to starve a citrus 
tree to death through Revere, jtnming 
than it is lo accomplish the same result 
by withholding fertilizer. 
"There are marked differences in tin- 


sue efficiency in citrus trees. I have 
seen numerous cases where citrus trees 
received 
rather severe 
pruning and 


with most excellent results. The prun- 
ing was confined, however, to the re- 
moval of inefficient tissues, including 
vigorous sucker wood and old growth 


showing 
evidences 
of 
deterioration. 


Hnvere pruning of normal citrus trees, 
however, is to be avoided at. nil times. 


Mending buck or "stubbing" in a 


practice which should be discontinued 
n» decidedly wasteful. 
It disturbs the 


balance of the tree, with the result,

AVOCADO ON TOAST. 


Remove the skin and mash with a 


fork. Spread thickly on a small square 
of hot toast. Add ft little salt and pep- 
per. This is one of the nicest ways of 
serving avocado. 


AVOCADOS SERVED IN SKIN. 
Cut the fruit in half. Carefully re- 


move the seed. Serve a half to each 
person with any of the following dress- 
ings, as personal taste directs: lemon 
or lime juice, salt, sugar, tomato cat- 
sup, mavannaise, French dressing. 


AVOCADO WITH CAVIAR. 


Peel and mash the flesh with a fork. 


Spread on toast with a small quantity 
of caviar on top of each piece. This is 
a very delicious appetizer. 


AVOCADO COCKTAIL. 


Cut the fruit into dice. Place in 


small cocktail glasses, cover with a 
good cocktail sauce. 
Tomato catsup 


with lemon juice and salt is excellent. 
Serve very cold or packed in ice. 


SALADS. 


Celery and nuts. Fill seed cavity of 


half fruit with chopped celery and nuts 
mixed with a small quantity of mayon- 
naise. 


Apple and celery. Take equal parts 


of chopped celery and apple. Heap in 
a lettuce leaf, cover thickly with crush- 
ed avocado meat well beaten with ft 
little mayonnaise. Lemon juice may be 
served if preferred. 


Combination 
salad. 
Make a good 


combination salad of green vegetables, 
peas, beans, tomatoes, cucumbers, cel- 
ery, hard-boiled eggs, lettuce. Mix with 
one-half as much avocado meat and 
season with French dressing. 


Cuban salad. In the cavity of a small 


fruit, place three stuffed 
olives, 'add 


lime or lemon juice. A teaspoonful of 
suger added to the lime or lemon juice 
is nice. 


If you care for onions. Cut the flesh 


of the avocado in cubes, mix with chop- 
ped onions, lime or lemon juice and 
salt. 
A 
finely 
chopped boiled 
egg 


sprinkled over the top makes it very 
pretty. 


With bananas and apples. Take one 


chopped apple, one sliced banana and 
three medium-sized avocados. Mix in 
a bowl with either French dressing or 
mayonnaise. Hcrvc on lettuce- leaf. 


Sandwiches. A good hostess appre- 


ciates the value of a good original and 
delicious sandwich. 
With rye bread: 


Mash the flesh of three large or six 
small avocados, season 
with lemon 


juice, salt and pepper. Spread between 
very thin slices of rye bread. A lettuce 
leaf may be used if desired. This makes 
about twenty sandwiches. 


With chili pepper. Chop the fruit 


with chili pepper. Season carefully and 
spread between buttered bread with or 
without lettuce leaf. The above recipe 
can be used with nuts or olives in place 
of the pepper. 


An original and delicious dessert is: 


avocados and chopped dates beaten in 
whipped cream slightly sweetened. 


Avocados and sea foods. A most ap- 


petizing way of serving the avocado is 
to mix equal parts of cpld salmon or 
lobster with diced fruit and serve with 
mayonnaise. 


In soup. The avocado is used exten- 


sively in the tropics in all kinds of 
meat soups. Cut it in small cubes and 
add to the soup just before serving. 


The large'hotels'do not use the soft 


shell avocado. They use only the hard 
shell. The fruit is divided, meat care 
fully removed. Add yolk of hard-boil 
od egg and one teaspoonful of French 
dressing for each fruit. Press through 
a sieve and pile back in the shell of 
the 
avocado. 
Garnish 
with 
boiled 


whites, 
finely 
chopped with parsley. 


For the above you pay $2.40 for a help 
ing. If you have more money than is 
good for you and you don't know what 
else to do with it, this is a good way j 
to get rid of it, but if you want the 
real thing and have a cultivated taste 
for avocados about ul! yoti will want 


juice.

Springs are noted the world over for 
medicinal qualities of highest merit, 
and provision is made for free use of 
nature's bounteous supply. A beauti- 
ful park, brilliantly illuminated at 
night by electricity, a good hotel and 
numerous cottages amid beautiful sur- 
roundings form a pleasing rest place 
for those who have time and disposi- 
tion to linger and explore the rare 
beauties of the region. Further along 
are given glimpses of stately Mt. Shas- 
ta, rising thousands of feet, with its 
snow-clad peaks glistening in the sun- 
light. One never tires looking at this 
magnificent mountain, and wondering 
If anybody ever reached the top. Many 
of the natives will tell you at the 
Springs, and also at points along the 
line, that parties have gone to the 
top after days and nights of hard 
work, enduring the cold and hardships 
of mountain climbing, and that many 
who started to reach the top never 
came back. 


Onward toward the Oregon line the 


tourist may visit countless dairy farms 
in the valleys or visit the fruitful 
orchards where the Spitzenbergers 
and other varieties of the succulent 
fruit grow, or he may visit the rich 
mines of Stanislaus County, or spend 
weeks and months in the various 
mountain camps, enjoying the ozone 
of the divide recion. 


Klamath Falls camping section ex- 


tends down across the border into 
California, and the springs and camps 
which abound provide comforts and 
sporting diversions not to be obtained 
so easily In any other section of the 
coast country. 


On the way, stops may be made at

Mt. 


Adams, Mt. Hood and Mt. Jefferson in 


Ashland, Medfprd, Grant's Pass 
Oregon City, with glimpses of 


the distance. Oregon City is the coun- 
ty seat of Clacak'amas County, and is 
102 feet above sea level, wb,ile Mt. 
Hood rises in grandeur 11,225 feet. 


Twelve miles distant is Portland, 


the chief metropolis of the state of 
Oregon, and familiarly known as the 
Rose City. Portland is a great city 
of progress, and within easy reach of 
this bounding and restless commer- 
cial city are many delightful trolley 
or auto trips down the Willamette 
Valley and along the Columbia River. 
Crossing the Columbia, the journey is 


resumed through a country noted for 
its high scenic values. From moun- 
tain to plain, across rivers and fertile 
valleys, you reach another of the 
thriving cities of the Northwest, Ta- 
coma, perched high upon commanding 
hills.

Seattle 
has expanded with marvelous rapid- 
ity, and presents an appearance of 
thrift and progress which is the envy 
of many of the more ambitious cities 
of the coast country. The city is one 
of positive picturesqueness with its 
rolling hills crowded with beautiful 
homes, modern conveniences in the 
way of water and electric and steam 
railway facilities, immense warehouses 
for the storage of supplies for the.wide 
expanse of country tributary to the 
eity, a territory which is being devel 
oped by the brawn and brains of those 
who realize the great possibilities ol 
the region for profitable investment 
and for the building of homes in a cli- 
mate of vigor and ocnntry of incom- 
parable beauty. 


A rich agricultural country is the 


back country region of Seattle and Ta- 
coma, where everything needed for 
the sustenance of man or beast is pro- 
duced, besides a great abundance to 
aid in supplying the markets of the 
world. 


The Cascade Range of Mountains di- 


vides the state of Washington, and to 
the east Is the great Inland Empire, 
fruitful in all the necessities of life. 
Here are the great apple orchards of 
Washington, the 
broad fields of 


smaller fruits, and a climate incom- 
parable for health and contentment. 
Spokane, Walla Walla and other grow- 
ing cities are flourishing communi- 
ties. This is what Colonel Roosevelt 
said in a speech, of Walla Walla: 
"Walla Walla has made the pleasant- 
est impression upon my mind of any 
city I visited in the Northwest. When- 
ever I think of Walla Walla, I can 
smell the perfumes of the thousand 
locust trees which lined the streets, 
and can see the radiant beauty of the 
city on that day in May when I was 
there. The glory of the spring air 
and sunshine, together with the beau- 
ty of the city, made an indelible im- 
print upon my mind." And what the 
Colonel said of Walla Walla applies 
with equal force and truth to the at- 
tractions and progress of all cities of 
the Northwest. 


In the states of Oregon and Wash- 


ington tremendous wealth has been 
produced by the development of the 
lumber, coal, mineral and fishing in- 
terests; and to the tourist who is in- 
terested special interest clusters about 
;hese various enterprises. On Puget 
Sound are countless lumber camps, 


I with busy mills, stripping and cutting 


i logs of fir, cypress, cedar and birch, 
{stacking up huge piles of finished and 
rough lumber for shipment to the 
Orient, to the South, and to the far 
East. At the towns of Everett anil 
Beilingham are located in the near vi- 
cinity many of the largest lumber mills 
of the world, a number being in the 
chain of mills which extends from the 
state of Minnesota across the nortfe 
country of the United States and Can- 
ada to the Pacific Ocean. The fishery 
industry in all its perfection, with can- 
ning institutions representing millions 
of dollars in capital, and with whole 
towns engaged in the catches and 
packing, may be visited by the stran- 
ger, impressing him with the varied 
and vast resources of the Northwest.

Seattle and Tacoma, and you depart 
with reluctance. 


Leaving Seattle for Victoria aad 


Vancouver, the tourist is filled witk 
wonderment by the beauty of the Pn- 
get Sound, which spreads out and 
winds around to the ocean. The Sound 
has all the character of a great illim- 
itable lake surrounded with wooded 
mountains, breathing in the sea atr 
with its salty, vivifying influences. By 
train or steamer you find yourself i» 
foreign water and land in Victoria, the 
capital of British Columbia, and on* 
of the quaintest, prettiest cities in all 
the world. The parliament building 
and the Empress Hotel are the first 
objects of interest to command atten- 
tion on approaching Victoria, with ite 
decided English quality, with many 
sources of human interest as natural 
Ifcauty, a strong contrast to the Amer- 
ican cities visited. 


The next point of special interest 


is Vancouver, where.the English and 
Americans mix in business enter- 
prises and in social intercourse.

Many and important have been the 


i achievements vitalized and completed 
| by Mr. Fraser. 
He built a ten-foot 


I board walk from Ocean Park Pier 


• avenue to Santa Monica, and with his 


! associates constructed the first large 
buildins; on the beach, the old Casino, 


; at a cost of $35,000. 
He was instru- 


| mental in planning and building the 


! $200,000 bathrouse, and to him belongs 
1 the sole credit for building the thirty- 
foot wide cement walk, 1% miles in 
length, from Ocean Park to Venice. 


Mr. Fraser financed and built the 


Masonic Temple at a cost of $45,000- 
thp Horseshoe Pier at a cost of $95.- 


• 000; the Decatur Hotel at a cost of 
$75,000: the $25,000 Fraser Block with

foundations sufficiently strong to sup- 
port a seven-story building. He of- 
fered to give Ocean Park beach front- 
age, which was refused, the same 
frontage now being worth $400 a front 
foot; Mr. Fraser and his associates 
built the . only amusement piers ever 
constructed in the Pier avenue section 
at a cost of over $100,000. Mr. Fraser 
tendered 
Santa 
Monica a perfect 


sewer system, which was refused, and 
since the tender Santa Monica has 
expended more than $400,000 to pro- 
duce the sewer. . 


And while Mr. Fraser has brought 


to fruition and popular use and ad- 
miration all of the* foregoing improve- 
ments, he still has other big under- 
takings to 
complete which mean 


greater things for Ocean Park and the 
entire Bay district. During the past 
thyee years Mr. IS&aaer has been plan- 
ning a gigantic amusement enterprise 
which will be his drowning effort. 


It has been repealed that without 


taking the public into his confidence, 
Mr. Fraser has built on paper, since 
1908, 
no less than twenty-five amuse- 


ment piers, and in this work he has 
expended $10,000 without making a 
move. He has traveled up and down 
the coast, experimenting with cement 
in salt water, resorting to every con- 
ceivable tests, and now he has decided 
upon the plan of building a pier which 
will outrival all other piers in the 
world for length and space and safety. 
His plan is to build reinforced con- 
crete piles, sinking them by hydraulic 
pressure. 
The piling in the pier now 


rapidly approaching completion, is 
from 18 to 34 inches in diameter, and 
from 40 to 60 feet in length. 
Nine 


1-inch rods run the full length of the 
pile. Through the center of the pile 
is a two-inch gas pipe, and that is 
used -to throw the water through the 
center and cause the sand to be dis- 
lodged at the bottom, permitting the 
pile to ssink. These piling were built 
perpendicular, and allowed to season 
thirty days before setting. 
In the 


present pier over 800 piles are used. 


Mr. Fraser, after making his inves- 


tigations, going into all of the details, 
and computing the number of people 
in 
Southern 
California and their 


means of being amused, decided to 
launch an entirely new idea in the 
line of amusement, which was the 
building of an Amusement Pier in 
the waters of the Pacific and placing 
thereon all new attractions. 


Being a liberal man Mr. Fraser did 


not do as other captains of industry 
have done in the East. He made the 
admission to the pier free, whereas 
in every other amusement pier that 
was ever built a charge of lOc and 25c 
was made before the people were per- 
mitted to observe what was being 
accomplished on the pier. • Mr. Fra- 
ser has more than $1,000,000 invested 
in the great pier, while hundreds of 
thousands of dollars will be invested 
by those securing concessions in fit- 
ting up their stores and booths. 


The efforts put forward during the 


past year are merely the foundation 
for greater plans. 
Mr. Fraser has 


drawn plans and specifications for an- 
other 1000 feet of the pier to be placed 
at the end of the present structure in 
the near future, and with this exten- 
sion the pier will be 300 feet wide and 
2000 feet in length, three times the 
size of any other pier in the world. 
For the additional 1000 feet the man- 
agement has given options for more 
than 75 per cent of the space to big 
amusement men of the East, indicat- 
ing that the eastern amusement peo- 
ple are wise and wide-awake to the 
fact that the Pacific Coast is the real 
playground of the world. 


The gigantic pier was commenced 


on Sept. 1, 1910, and will be open to 
the public May 30. The big pier is 
a marvelous piece of engineering and 
management. 


Mr. Fraser, who is a man of great 


vigor, possesses a most genial nature, 
and numbers his friends by the score. 
Born in New Brunswick he grew to 
young manhood in the state of Michi- 
gan. Feeling the lure of the West he 
came to California in 1885, more than 
twenty-five years ago, locating in Los 
Angeles, where he remained until 1900, 
when he removed to Ocean Park 
where he has since resided with his 
interesting family. He and Mrs. Fra- 


ser are prominent in social circles, 
being among the leaders of the smart 
set of the Bay section. Mr. Fraser is 
a member of the Jonathan Club of Los 


! Angeles and is also a popular and in- 


i 
fluential member of 
the 
Breakers' 


Club of Ocean Park. 
He occupies 


a handsome home on the sand, where 
he and his family can hear the in- 
spiring roaring of the sea and listen 
to breakers. 
Mr. Fraser is a frater- 


nity man, being a 32d degree Mason 
and member of the Mystic Shrine, a 
member of the Elks brotherhood, a 
Maccabee, a Forrester, and of the 
Eastern Star. In the last named or- 
ganization he has held the position of 
Worthy Grand Patron. 
Mr. Fraser 


was also president 
of Community 


i League of Ocean Park for a period of 
three years, during which time Ocean 
Park made its greatest record in prog- 
ress, keeping pace with all other de- 


, velopments along the Coast. He was 
also president of the Santa Mohica 
Chamber of Commerce, an institution 
of powerful influence in muincipal af- 
fairs. 


As a direct result of* the substantial 


nermanent improvements on the ocean 
front, drawing thousands of residents 
to the Coast, numerous modern apart- 
ment houses, many of the bungalow 
type 
of 
construction,

been 


erected, and many-others are to fol- 


i low. The Montgomery & Mullen Lum- 
ber Company furnished the lumber for 
Fraser's million dollar pier, and is tfie 
great depot of supplies for every de-

the bay district. 
The hundreds of 


homes which adorn the ocean front 
and are show places along the avenues 
leading from the strand to the Trol- 
leyway, testify to the appreciation of 
the people who have invested in hold- 
ings as well as the tourists in rpntal 
payments to the ideal 
conditions 


which exist at Ocean Park.

the building of the 
Ocean Front 


Promenade from Hollister avenue to 
the Municipal pier. To secure deeds 
and rights of way to complete this im- 
provement, Mr. Schader had to ac- 
quire considerably more property than 
he at first expected to purchase, but, 
dauntless in his methods of doing 
business, he simply bought right and 
left. He bought the old plunge where 
stood the old Kintz bath-house, and 
where he as a boy used to go bathing, 
when he was a civil engineer in the 
employ of the United States govern- 
ment. He also bought the Jones and 
Baker interests and laid out the Vi- 
cente Terrace Tract, and then he con- 
nected these two tracts up with a cen- 
ter street all paved with concrete, and 
named it the Appian Way, paralleling 
Ocean avenue and 125 feet back of 
Ocean Front Promenade. He originated 
the idea of widening Fremon ave. from 
the city limits to the sea, and all deeds 
have been secured except three small 
lots being condemned, and now Fre- 
mont avenue will soon be graded, final- 
ly connecting with Pico street, Los 
Angeles, producing a route three and 
one-half miles shorter than any other 


traveled course from the metropolis to 


i the sea.

The 
greatest achievement of 
Mr. 


Schader has been in the enterprising 
development of "Seaside Terrace." He 
laid out this tract in the most unique 
manner, getting one main street from 
Ocean avenue to Ocean Front Prome- 
nade, and two additional streets be- 
tween.

YOSEMITE

The sublime grandeur of the vast 


sweeps of the Great Yosemite Valley 
—eight miles in length and one-half 
to one and a half miles wide—& gorge, 
a canyon, and a beautiful mountain 
valley, all in one, at an elevation of 
4,000 feet; enclosed by majestic gran- 
ite walls, bluffs, crags, cliffs, natural 
spires and domes, rising 3,000 to 6,000 
feet higher; waterfalls tumbling down 
from a height of 350 to 3,300 feet; 
sunlight forests and pleasant groves; 
rugged 
side 
canyons; 
beautiful 


streams, a placid lake, green meadows, 
and all the things which Dame Nature 
uses to make herself pretty, beautiful, 
picturesque, magnificent and awe-in- 
spiring—these' are the striking fea- 


tures of the splendors of Yosemite. 


Those who have visited all sections 


of the globe agree that the Alps are 
commonplace in comparison with the 
wonders of the Yosemite, and that 
nowhere else may be seen within the 
area described a more varied or grand- 
er aggregation of Nature's marvelous 
wonders than in this famed valley. 


Chroniclers of California history re- 


late that what is now known as Yo- 
semite Valley was first discovered by 
a white man in the 50's, and that the 
first house fashioned after the white 
man's ideas was built in 1856 on the 
site of the present Camp Ahwahnee, a 
region first inhabited by a band of In- 
dians who called themselves "Ahwah- 
neechees," meaning a deep valley. 


For many years the Yosemite Val- 


ley was unknown to the seekers of the 
picturesque in nature, but the great 
railroad corporations and well-man- 
aged stage lines have brought the val- 
ley in close touch with the people, 
and it is now an easy matter to visit 
the valley at all seasons of the year. 


The city of Merced, the railway sta- 


tion for both the Southern Pacific and 
Santa Fe lines, is the county seat of 
Merced county, half way between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, and from 
Merced to Yosemite the trip is made 
in comfortable cars operated by the 
Yosemite Valley Railroad Company to 
El Portal, the route being along the 
Merced River, a distance of eighty 
miles, giving a magnificent view of 
the mountain and valley scenery, the 
towering mountains, the magnificent 
trees and the beautiful shrubbery and 


flowers. From El Portal a splendid 
line of stages carry the 
visitors 


through the valley itself, many side 
trips being provided, either by stage, 
horseback or on foot, numerous camp- 
ing places being available for those 
who come to remain through a sea- 
son or for a shorter time. 


Tourists and camping parties ar- 


riving at El Portal find the best of ac- 
commodations at the Del Portal Hotel. 
Here good rooms may be secured and 
necessary accoutrements obtained for 
the stay in the valley. Telegraph and 
telephone connections with the world 
at large are provided, and every com- 
fort and convenience of the visitor is 
the study of the management. 


Camp Ahwahnee and Hotel. 


Camp Ahwahnee is in the center of 


all the leading attractions of Yosem- 
ite, and one of the most attractive 
places of entertainment in the moun- 
tain region. It was established along 
modern lines in May, 1908. It is a vil- 
lage of tents, delightfully situated at 
the base of the great Sentinel Rock, 
at the point where the short zig-zag 
trail for Glacier Point leaves the floor 
of the valley. It is known as the best 
location in the valley, and it is the 
first camp reached 
by the stages 


starting out from El Portal. The camp 
proper is just off from the road, on a 
gentle slope which is covered with 
pine, oak and cedar trees, near the 
Merced River. 
From this camp a 


sweeping view of the valley is secured, 
the beautiful Yosemite Falls appearing 
near by. In this tent city at Ahwah- 
nee the accommodations are of the 


best. The tents are each 14x14, made 
of 12-ounce brown duck, with walls 
5^ feet high, and each tent covered 
with a fly of the same material. All 
of the appurtenances of a bedroom 
are provided. Bath rooms, with hot 
and cold water, are near the tents. 
The camp dining room is in a large 
and airy building, with seating ca- 
pacity for 150 guests. The service ia 
of the very best.. From the windows 
fine views of the mountains can be 
had. 
Sitting rooms with large arm 


chairs are at hand, and music is pro- 
vided as a special 
entertainment. 


Buildings and tents are electric light- 
ed, and a telephone is at hand, long 
distance and local.

The Wawona Hotel. 


One of the special and alluring fea- 


tures of a stay in the Yosemite Valley 
is the journey to the Mariposa Big 
Tree Grove, with the Wawona Hotel 
as the center of entertainment. The 
trip from the Sentinel Hotel, or Camp 
Ahwahnee, is made by stage or on 
horseback. 
The hotel is a comfy, 


homelike establishment, with the very 
best of accommodations, under wise 
management, the host and his aids 
being personally known to the veteran 
travelers as most obliging and cour- 
teous. The Big Trees are towering 
living temples. 
To realize fully the 


immensity of the scenes disclosed it 
is well to sit silent and let the gran- 
deur and majesty of the trees sink 
into your soul. These stately, fluted 
columns, with their soft, fibrous bark, 
were raising their green tops to the 
stars a thousand years before Caesar 
conquered Gaul, and they have never 
been known to 
die of old age. 


To and from Wawona the scenic 
teauty spread out for the beholder is 
of rarest beauty, beyond the power of 
adequate description. 
At a sudden 


turn of the road on the way back to 
the Sentinel the party reaches In- 
spiration Point, from which the whole 
panorama of the valley and mountains, 
spread out like a wondrous picture 
glowing with color from Nature's own 
studio. It has been truthfully written 
that until you have visited Yosemite 
it is impossible to fully appreciate 
the stupendous work of Nature, and, 
once viewed, the splendors will linger 
with you for all time, like the elo- 


quence of a polished oration, or the 
beautiful sentiments of a splendidly 
written poem or story. 


The trip through Yosemite is a 


journey never to be forgotten. From 
Merced the train crosses one of the 
most fertile sections of the San Joa- 
quin Valley; on every side are or- 
chards, vineyards, prosperous farms, 
rich pastures and herds of sheep and 
cattle, while in the distance are seen 
the towering peaks of the Sierras. 
Merced Falls marks the entrance to 
Merced Canyon, and along the Mer- 
ced river the traveler comes to Shep- 
ard's Point. For sixty miles the rail- 
road follows the course of the river 
through the gorge, crossing and re- 
crossing, and only twice for a few 
moments is out of sight and hearing. 
At Exchequer the river is thirty feet 
deep, flowing over a dam with an 18- 
foot fall, and providing power for the 
big electric power plant near 
by. 


Bagby Dam is one of the sights of 
the journey; at Mountain King is a 
20-stamp mill, and at South 
Fork 


where the rivers join, is the Fisher- 
men's Paradise, and four miles away 
is the famous Hite gold mine, and on 
the way is Mossy Canyon, which is 
the target for every camera! 
Hog's 


Back is the curve which makes almost 
a complete circuit, and close at hand 
is Chinquapin Falls, at the base of 
which is El Portal. From this point 
on the journey into the valley is made 
by stage, in the finest of coaches pro- 
vided by the Yosemite Transportation 
Company. In these coaches the drive 
is one of positive enjoyment, follow- 
ing the smooth road through the Na- 
tional Park, rising higher and higher 
for the first six miles, until you reach 
Grand View. On the left at this point 
is the Ribbon Fall, sometimes called 
the Widow's Tears; next seen are the 
Briday Veil Falls, with El Capitan 
to the left, rearing his hoary head 
3000 feet above. Yonder are the Three 
Brothers, also the Cathedral Rock and 
the Cathedral Spires. Next come the 
Three Graces and Sentinel Rock, final- 
ly rolling smoothly into the meadows 
at the foot of Yosemite Falls. 


Trail trips include journeys to Mir- 


ror Lake; Vernal and Nevada Falls, 
Glacier Point, Eagle Rock, Cloud's 


Rest, El Capitan, Yosemite Falls, 
through the Tenays Canyon and: to the 
Hetch Hetchy Valley. la the Valley 
also is the Military Camp and several 
Art Studios. 


Indian guides abound in the Valley 


who are known to be trustworthy and 
reliable. The most desirable conven- 
iences are also provided in the way 
of vehicles, stages and saddle horses, 
which can be had at reasonable fig- 
ures. All charges are regulated by 
the government, so that none need 
worry about anything but reasonable 
expenses for the trips, which consid- 
ering the privileges enjoyed and the 
pleasures and instruction, are scarcely 
worth considering.

ney follow: Yosemite—Upper Fall, 
feet, 1600; Middle Fall, 600; Lower, 
400; 
Bridal Veil, 940; Vernal, 350; 


Nevada, 605; Ribbon, 3300;. Three 
Graces, 3400; Cathedral Rock, 2660; 
North Dome, 3325; Cathedral Spires, 
2579 and 2678; Sentinel Rock, 3100;

i Bordered by ornate theaters, scores of 


i attractive entertainments of the bet- 
ter class, curio galleries, numerous 


', rest places, shaded picnic grounds on 
the sands, cafes and restaurants, mer- 
' ry-go-rounds, aerial and roller coast- 


ers, the balconies of the $250,000 bath- 
house from which views of the ocean 
and crowds are obtained, music of 
the bands, the bowling and shooting 
resorts, with the ever-moving throngs, 
all combine to produce a gala scene. 


Long Beach, with its magnificent 


bath house and wide stretch of white 
sea sand adjoining, has served as the 
most popular summer and winter 
bathing resort on the Pacific coast, 
affording the public more natural at- 
traction than any other of the beaches 
of Southern California. 


The main building of the bath house 


is the largest in the United States de- 
voted to bathing purposes, occupying 
the vast frontage of 315 feet and a 
depth of 204 feet, affording ample room 
for the installation of two warm 
plunges of remarkable proportions. 
The general plunge, where both ladies 
and gentlemen are permitted to bathe 
in the water, and where a temperature 
is maintained of 80 degrees, is 60 feet 
in width by 123 feet in length. The 
plunge, constructed of Portland ce- 
ment, has a graduated bottom, with a 
depth of 2% feet at the lowest, with 
7 feet at the upper end, thus render- 
ing it possible for a four-year-old child 
to bathe in perfect safety. 


The water is changed daily in both 


plunges, and everything is kept in the 
most sanitary condition. 


Out on the sloping strand singly and 


in clusters are seen crowds of bathers 
who run scampering joyously into the 
surf to swim with perfect safety far 


out at sea. The surf at Long Beach 
is shallow for a greater distance from 
the strand than at any other beach 
on the coast, and it is especially at- 
tractive for children and for those 
who are just learning to swim. The 
life-saving station is close at hand, 
and while there is least element of 
danger at this beach, the management 
prefer to provide against even the pos- 
sibility of accident and the crew is 
always on duty. 


In the great pavilion and dance hall 


near the shore line grand concerts 
are given daily by the Long Beach 
band, and dances are a feature of life 
at the seaside city. 


Without doubt the Long Beach pier 


is the largest and longest on the 
Pacific Coast to be used just for pleas- 
ure and convenience of the people. 
There are two parts to the wharf, 
the upper deck for pleasure and the 
lower deck for the use of teams and 
fishermen. From the landing pleasure 
steamers carry passengers to San 
Pedro and the breakwater. 


Among the most notable of recent 


improvements at Long Beach has been 
the completion of the inner harbor.
